Nel- 
son, the watchman, McClellan, a 
fireman, and a boy, are missiny, 
bat whether blown overboard and 
drowned, or whether their bodies 
are buried in the rubbish’on board 
thehull, isunknown. The parties 
injured are Captain Hulburt, Geo. 
R. Dingley, John Haskell, - Jobn 
Ashlin, and John Trainer. Mr. 
Cragie, the keeper of ‘a public 
house near Suisun, had hie leg 
dislocated in two places. Thomas 
Oliver, of Suisun, and a Mr. Blain, 


were seriously wounded. Capt.| 


Hurlburt was thrown pp in the 
air fiften or twenty yards, and 
fell in the water. His injuries are 
said to have resulted from the 
fall. One of the-boilers was blown 
completely to atoms, nothing being 
left of it on board the boat except 
the crown sheet, about four feet 
square, which lies in the bottom 
the hull. The boat is a com- 
plete wreck, the lower part of the 
hull lying in the mnd, and byt a 
portion of the wheel-honse and 
part-of the forecastle remaining. 
Owing to the shallowness of the 
water the Goliah was unable to 
approach hearer than within a 
mile of the wreck, but from ex- 
}aminations made of the remains 
of the steamer it was deemed ex- 
pedient to wait the flow of the 
tide, for the purpose of pulling 
her off theflats. As she now lays, 
the tide ebbs and flows in her, aud 
the chances of resurrecting her 
to any practical purpose, except, 
perhaps to save the machinery and 
other boiler on board, are very 
dubious. The Sophie McLane had 
two high pressure boilers, eighteen 
feet long and five feet iti dianteter, 
made of No. 1, C. H. stamped 
American iron, 516 of an inch in 
thickness, and of the very best 
quality. Her boilers were tested 
une 4, 1864, at one hundred and 
twenty pounds hydraulic pressure 
and she was allowed to carry 
eighty pounds of steam pressure 
to the square inch. The boilers 
were re-examined the day before 
she left here, and were found to 
be in excellent order, althongh no 
test was made of them. ex:
